There are two ways of Bcnsitizing pa­ 
per. One is to apply the solution with a 
brash, and the other is to float tho salt­ 
ed paper on tho surface of the liquid. 
Thin papers like Rives photograpiiio 
paper take the solution quickly and do 
not require so many applications of tho 
solution if it is applied with a brusii, 
or 80 long a soaking if floated on the 
liquid as do tho heavy, rough papers 
like Whatman’s drawing paper or cray­ 
on paper. 


Tho paper is first ealted, and it Is 
better to have thia done by the dealer 
in photographic goods, as it is much 
easier to apply the sensitivo solution 
than it is to salt the paper. If photo­ 
graphic paper is used, ask for fresh salt­ 
ed paper, but if drawing paper is used 
take it to the dealer and have it salted. 
The expense is very trifling, a slieet of 
salted paper costing only a cent or two 
more than the plain paper. 
, 


The sensitizing solution is made of 
240 grains of nitrate of silver and 6 
omices of distilled or filtered water. 
Dissolve the nitrato of silver crystals in 
tho water, and then add strong liquid 
ammonia drop by drop,,stirring tho so­ 
lution constantly until tho brown pre­ 
cipitate which is formed by tho addi­ 
tion of the ammonia has dissippeared 
and the liquid is clear. Not more than 
75 drops of ammonia should be added 
to tho solution, and if it does not clear 
when this amount has been added d e a r 
tho solctiou by filtping. — Harper’s 
Boond Table.

Ho not only playc 
all uf lieethuven by heart upon the pi 
auo. but knev.’ all tho Kyniphuuies in tho 
niuuo ujannor, and praeticully tho wholo 
Wagnerian output of niusical metal, and 
it is claimed that »o jircut was tho nuifc 
of tho piano muHic which Bulow retain 
ed “ within tho book and volume of his 
bruin, ” iniicribed in mysterious hiero 
glyphics somewhere among tho nude 
cuh s of the gray matter constituting tho 
cortex of his ccrebral organ, that he 
could have played 25 piano recital pro 
grammes without repeating and without 
a printed page. Since there go about 
2,()UU measures to the hour and two 
solid hours to an ordinary Hulow' pro* 
gramiuo this would represent 100,000 
nn asures of music, or about 4,000 large 
pages, something like eight or ten thick 
volumes.

bewitchingly beautiful that the only 
thing diilicult or remarkable would I o 
the forgetting of it. Mme, Patti km w

'Brunson building on Pipestone street. 
The street railway company cut a hole 
put of the gutter in front of the store 
and a heavy rain fell a few hours later 
nnd ran through the hole in the gutter 
into the basement ui)on the wool. 
^ 
Mr. Tatman first sued the street niil- 
' ^ay company for damages, and after* 
' iHkrds that suit dismissed and another 
;auiti started against the city. The cir- 
euit court found a verdict for the city. 
< The question of damages is not dis> 
piited but theiK)int of respnsibility for 
,.,the damage is raised. Mr. Bridgman 
aiys in his brief: 
**£tecause the railway company may 
have been responsible for the injuries, 
it does not follow that the city is not 
I ; Uable as well. Where a city has a duty 
l-r^ to perform, and injuries follow from 
plfche neglect of such duty, the city is 
p: primary liable and in certain cases has 
Enaction over against the wrongdoer.’ 
To this Mr. Sears replies for the city: 
“We maintain that the railway com­ 
pany was not in its operation under the 
control of the city otticcra and agents 
and that the city cannot have its Ha- 
ibility enlarged bucausc it liarf seen lit 
to provide special safeguards aj^ainst 
danger, by requiring provision ai^uinst 
damages, nor be placed in any worse po­ 
sition by reason of nuch requirement. 
• ♦ * ♦ A railway company accepting a 
franchise from a city uiust take it in its 
integrity, with its burdens as well as its 
privileges.” 


Attorney Sears in his closing sen­ 
tences holds up the case in a ridiculous 
light. He says that it would be us 
reasonable to sue the city for damages 
I when the street car ran over a person 
I rOr to sue the state for damages result- 
I ing from tho neglect of any railway 
; company operating in the state. 
*Aiter tho briefs, which by the way 


were not very brief, were {printed, Mr. 
Bridgman got out a supplemental brief. 
In this he says: 


**So far no one has intimated that an 
totion would not lie against the railway 
oompany. Because such action might 
hold against the company is no reason 
why it should not also lie against the 
oi|y. It isoften the privilege of a plain­ 
tiff to select the defendant. The rea- 
;son for such choice in this case is quite 
evident in view of admission that the 
street railway is irresi)onsible.”
